S. M. Damon, Minister of Finance 


in the Hawaiian Cabinet, is at the 
Occidental. He arrived by the steam- 
er Wednesday, and left for Shasta 
county the same evening, returning 
on Friday, says the 8. F. Examiner of 
March Slst. There have been rumors 
that tbe Hawaiian Government was 
in a hard row for money, and that it 
might go bankrupt at any time. These 
rumors, 
however, 
were 
generally 


vague. A. B. Spreckela said yester- 
day that be did not doubt that the 
Government was close run for money, 
but that be did nob know it as a fact. 


Others pointed out that the English 


loan of $2,000,000 had never been paid 
in any part, and that the entire in 
debtednes* at tbe close of tbe monar 
chy waa about $3,000,000, which has 
now increased to fully S4,000,000 
It 


was added that, whereas under King 
Kalakaua, when $30,000 a year was- 
asked for the military maintenance 
and there was always a vigorous pro- 
test, now the cost was fully $100,000, 
and the general monthly expenses 
fully $100,000 additional. This means 
ruin, according to those not in accord 
with the expenditures. Things were 
even In better shape now than they 
would have been, because of the late 
collection of taxes. 


The arrival of Mr. Damon aroused 


much interest, for it was surmised 
that be was here to negotiate a loan. 


Minister Damon said the finances 


of tbe new government were in a good 
condition. He is of the firm of Bishop 
& Co., bankers, and Mr. Bishop has 
for a long time resided in this city. 


"I merely came up to see my part- 


ner, Mr. Bishop, on some business 
matters," said Mr. Damon. "I do 
that every once in awhile. There is 
nothing significant about my visit.' 


Mr. Damon's attention was called 


to a statement of Joaqutn Miller, 
•wherein It ~was recounted that money 
was very 
scarce, and tbe future

doubtful. 
"I don't see how that is made out," 
he said. "If the financial statements 
issued every week were read, people 
would see that our finances were in a 
good condition. 
The Government's

a balance of S132.000." 


Mr. Damon said he did not under- 


stand the alleged persona non grata 
system as regards Minister Tburston 
at Washington.

MTIOOVOTOW ROW I 10 8E DISTINCTLY 


Exiles in San Francisco Are Hatch- 


ing a Desperate Plot. 


Filibustering Scheme to be Attempted 


by the Malcontents—They Think It an 
Easy Matter to Bettore Ex-Queen. 
Armed Schooner Said to be Coming 


Another plot to put the ex queen 


of Hawaii on the throne is said to be 
latching. Donbtless this is an error 
A plot can float vagnelv in an eddied 
irain, bat it can't hatch there.—S. F 


Information has reached the office 


of Hawaiian Consul Wilder of a plot 
to overthrow the present Government 
in the Islands, says the San Francisco 
Report of March 30tb. The leaders of 
the conspiracy, which was hatched in 
this city, are C. W. Ashford, the ex- 
Attorney-General and others who were 
deported for complicity hi the recent 
revolution. 


Immediately upon the arrival of 


Asbford be gave it out that he intend- 
ed soon to return to Honolulu prepared 
to remain in spite of (he wishes of the 
Government. 
Little attention was 


paid to his talk at the time, but subse- 
quent developments go to show that 
he meant business. 
The conspirators 


have been negotiating for the charter 
of a schooner with which to make an 
attack upon Honolulu. The plan was 
to supply the schooner with a crew of 
men who were 'Willing to take the 
chances of the expedition, furnish 
them with arms and ammunition and 
a couple of Hotchkfcs rapid-fire gun?, 
and so set sail on a filibustering expe 
dition. 


Negotiations wer« entered into with 


the owners of the schooner Alexander, 
but whether they'were successful or 
not is a matter of conjecture. The 
Alexander is lying at the seawall,.fit- 
ting out for a mysterious cruise to the 
south seas. That ehe has fallen under 
the suspicion of the authorities is 
shown by the fact that the customs 
inspectors are keeping a close watch 
upon her. 


The exiles feel confident that if they 


conld appear in Honolulu harbor with 
an armed schooner they would have 
little difficulty In capturing the town. 
The money to pay the cost of fitting 
out the vessel ana carrying out the 
plot, will, it Ja t^'d, come- from the 
same source that furnished cash to 
buy the arms used by the rebels in the 
recent insurrection. 


Several conferences have been held 


recently in the rooms occupied by C 
W. Ashford and an attempt will be 
made to bring the enterprise to a head 
soon. 


FILIBUSTER IN HAWAII. 


C. \V. Asliford Discloses His Dark and 


Deep-laid Scheme. 


In connection with the above the 


San Francisco Call of March 31st 
prints the following: 


"Yes, the rumor that I am going 


back to Honolulu to take possession of 
the Hawaiian Government is quite 
true," said C. W. Ashford, ex-Attor- 
ney-General and exile, at the Lick 
House last night. "And I think Presi- 
dent Dole will take another reef in 
his whiskers when he reads about it," 
he added. 
"But it is not true that 1 have 


chartered the schooner Alexander, or 
any other vessel, as yet. Of course 
we, the exiles, have bad all sorts of 
secret meetings and councils of war, 
and have batched some horrible plots. 


"One of the propositions now pend- 


ing before our grand council is for 
each of the exiles to take a gun be- 
tween bis teeth and swim over there 
by easy stages. We don't need a fast- 
nailing schooner. A common whale- 
boat, laden with a dozen determined 
men, 
arms, ammunition and provi- 


sions, would be sufficient. We held a 
very lively and highly edifying coun- 
cil of war tonight, and bad an ex- 
cellent supper along with it. 
What 


was said and done concerns our affairs 
of state, and must be kept diplomatic- 
ally secret. When I am ready to issue 
a political manifesto I will publish it 
in the want columns of some enter- 
prising evening paper in this city. 


J'Money? Oh, we have any amount 


W that. All the exiles came away 
with great wads of cash and other 
valuables. We looted the islands be- 
fore we left. 
But we are not satisfied 


with what we got. Like Oliver Twist, 
we want more of the same; but we 
don't want it for ourselves or our 
'riends in the cages over there, but for 
Mr. Dole and his fellow tyrants. 


"But seriously," Mr. Ashford con- 


tinued; 
"it 
is very 
likely 
that 


a filibustering expedition to Hawaii 
will be started and that I will be right 
n tbe middle of it. In justice to my 
common sense, however, I will say 
hat when I charter a vet-sel to take 
me and my friends and our guns to

WASHINGTON (D. C.), April L—It

The board will be sent 
to Greytown on an American war ves- 
sel as soon as possible. 


The visit of Warner Miller anc 


others from New York last week hac 
much to do with this determination 
of President Cleveland and his cabi- 
net. The survey is, of course, of firs 
consideration, but it is said that this 
Government was actuated by a desire 
to emphasize the concern it feels in 
tbe canal project and serve notice 
early that it is to be distinctly an 
American enterprise 
by thus pre- 


empting its claim. 
" An appropriation of §20,000 for tbe 
purpose of ascertaining the feasibility, 
permanence and cost of construction 
and completion of the canal on tbe 
present route, has been made and a 
provision for the appointment of a 
commission, to be composed of one 
army engineer, one naval engineer 
and one civilian expert to visit and 
inspect the canal. 
The wort is to be 


done under regulations prescribed by 
the secretary of state and the presi- 
dent is to appoint the commission. 
The latter is authorized to suggest 
any deviation from the present line 
that may be desirable. 


At the cabinet meeting Secretaries 


Herbert and Lament were directed to 
designate an engineer officer from the 
navy and army respectively, and, as 
heretofore telegraphed, there is every 
reason to believe thai Secretary La- 
mont will assign Colonel William P 
Craighlll, now in charge of Virginia 
and Maryland engineering work. 


Colonel Cratghill is well known on 


the Pacific Coast, having been a mem 
her of two engineering boards under 
special acts of congress. He was a 
member of the board appointed to in- 
spect and report on tbe San Diego 
breakwater, aud also the Cascades 
work. 


Secretary Herbert will choose En- 


gineer M. T Endicott, lieutenant- 
commander, U. 8. N.

gomery, of Birmingham, may be the

United Starts Minister to Hawaii, is 
preparing to take a leave of absence 
from his post. One story is that he 
•will return to the United States. The 
State Department officials will rifet 
say anything about the matter, but 
content themselves with pointing to 
the fact that the Minister has now 
been at bis post for more than a year, 
and according to the usual practice of 
the department isentitled to a leave of 
absence if he desires it and tbe condi 
tlons in tbe country to which he is 
accredited admit of bis leaving. 


It would not be surprising, there- 


fore, if the Minister was found to be a 
passenger on the 
United States 


steamer Philadelphia when she re 
turns to Mare Island, as she must do 
shortly to be cleaned and docked, if, 
indeed, he does not turnup before 
that time. During bis absence tbe 
United States Legation In Honolulu 
will be left in charge of Ellis Mills, 
the Secretary of the Legation, which 
will exactly correspond In 
official 


status with tbe Hawaiian Legation at 
Washington.

If Ihuraton Has Withdrawn front Wash- 


ington the Position of Minister Wllll* 
Become* Untenable — United States 
Will Have Decided)} the Worse Bud. 


WASHINGTON, March 2o.— It waa 


said at the State Department late this 
afternoon that Minister Tbnrston had 
not notified tbe department of his re- 
turn to Honolulu or of any intention 
to be absent from the city. It is usu- 
ally customary for a Minister to no- 
tify the department of such intention 
and to say who will be Charge d' Af- 
faires during the Minister's absence. 
Neverthless, late in the day Mr. 
Thurston did send formal notice ap- 
prising Secretary Gresbam of his con- 
templated absence and that Mr. Hast- 
ings would have charge in his ab- 
sence. 


Mr. Thurston's departure will put 


an end to previous comment as to bis 
purpose to remain in Washington as 
a thoin in tbe side of the State De- 
partment. His statement as to his 
intention to leave tbe country does 
not make clear, however, whether his 
absence is temporary or permanent, 
and the Minister will not go into de- 
tails. It is regarded as final, in show- 
ing that he will not seek'to remain in 
Washington as a source of any irrita- 
tion. There have been reports, be* 
lleved to be baseless, that if he per- 
sisted in remaining in a private capa- 
city the law would be evoked to have 
him deported, but Mr. Tnurstnn's 
statement is regarded as settling that 
there will be no occasion for forcing 
him out of the country. 


SHREWD DIPLOMACY. 


In some quarters Mr. Thurston's 


move is regarded as a shrewd diplom- 
atic stroke. It is recalled that he left 
unexpectedly about fifteen months 
ago when the question of restoring 
the queen to the throne waa at a crit- 
ical stage in Hawaii. Tbe Hawaiian 
Government was on the 
point of 
reaching a decision, but has not yet 
done so. At this juncture Mr. Thnrs- 
ton left Washington suddenly, his de- 
parture not being known until he was 
well on the way to San Francisco. He 
had full information as to the senti- 
ment in the United States, and when 
he reacbed Hawaii bis advice had 
much to do in the final action of tbe 
Government. It is being suggested, 
therefore, that his departure at the 
present juncture, before it is known 
what action the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment has taken on Secretary Gresh- 
am'a demand, may result in his being 
at Honolulu when final action is 
taken. No information has yet come 
from Hawaii as to the course of the 
Government. The first ship to arrive 
is the Australia, expected at -San 
Francisco tomorrow. 


Tbe departure of Mr. Thurstou from 


the United States without being re- 
called by his Government will leave 
tbe relations between this Govern- 
ment and Hawaii in a peculiar condi- 
tion. It cannot be eaid that there is a 
rupture of diplomatic relations, but 
they will certainly be severely strain- 
ed. It is customary in ordinary cases 
when a Minister leaves the United 
States permanently for him to-present 
tu3-"fetters of recall to the President 
and take^his leave ; but, as Mr. Thnrs- 
xin has not been recalled, he cannot 
do this. 


UNCOMFOBTABLK FOB WILLIS. 


Then when a Minister leaves the 


United States temporarily, he usually 
addresses a note to the State Depart- 
ment and informs it that he has left 
be legation in the hands of a Charge. 
^robably Mr. Thurston has adopted 
be latter course. But in tbe oele- 
>rated Catecazy case, in which the 
Russian Government had been re- 
quested to recall its objectionable 
Minister, and the latter, before his 
Government bad passed upon tbe re- 
quest, notified tbe Department of State 
bat be proposed to leave tbe United 
States on leave of absence, Secretary 
ETisb strongly objected, and insisted 
,hat the United States would accent 
lotbing less than the Minister's recall. 
[n the end, Mr. Catecazy did leave tbe 
United States without being recalled,

:xpressed itself as satisfied

Mrs. Sarah M. Rodgers, wife of 


)r Chas. T. Rodgers, Secretary of 
he Executive and Advisory Coun- 
;ils and of the Labor Commission, 
lied at the Arlington Hotel_Satur- 
ay night at 10:30 o'clock, after an 
lluess extending over a period of 
everal years. 


Mrs. Rodgers was a native of

The Board of Health held its 


regular session on. Friday 
after- 


noon. 
After the reading of the 


minutes President Smith read a 
letter to Dr. Hale offering him the 
position of physician in charge of 
the leper experiment station. He 
is to arrive here not - later than 
January 1, 1896, and receive a 
salary of $200 a month. 


Superintendent Meyers submit- 


mitted a report upon kokuas. 


A report of Dr. Goto was read in 


which nine lepers were reported 
cured, two discharged from the 
settlement, six died and eighteen 
as having given up the treatment. 
Drs. Moritz and Oliver reported 
that of eighty-five patients under 
Dr. Goto's care none had been 
cured and few had shown any 
benefit derived from the treatment. 


Dr. Wood asked fora place to 


keep the records and documents of 
the various committees. Mr. Smith 
suggested a portion of the old leg- 
islative hall as it was practically 
decided Jhat both houses of the 
legislature would meet in the Exe- 
cutive building. Piling cabinets 
and a room to keep _ them were 
necessary.

VICTIM OF CONSUMPTION. 


J. H. Guy Leaves flis Entire Estate 


to Mrs. Patterson 


J. H. Guy died on Friday morn- 


ing of consumption. He had been 
a sufferer for years, the disease be- 
ing hereditary in his family. 


Mr. Guy came here on October 


19th of last year from the Colonies, 
where be had resided for the past 
sixteen years, en route to his old 
home 
in 
Covington, 
Indiana. 


Finding that the climate agreed 
with him, be concluded to remain, 
and shortly after hie arrival opened 
a grocery store on Hotel street. 
His business wae successful from 
l&e start. Laborious work in con- 
nection with 
opening the store 


caused his lungs—which had be- 
come partially healed—to break 
afresh, compelling him to take to 
his bed. During the past seven 
weeks Mr. Guy was perfectly help- 
less. Mrs. Patterson, at 
whose 


house Mr. Guy resided, showed him 
every possible attention, which 
service was 
gratefully acknowl- 


edged by the sufferer to his physi- 
cian, spiritual adviser and friends 
before he passed away. 


Mr. Guy was 49 years of age. a 


Union army veteran and won dis- 
tinction in the Fourth Indiana 
Cavalry during tbe civil war. 


The funeral of the late J. H. Guy, 


which took place Saturday after- 
noon, was largely attended. 


According to the expressed wishes 


of the deceased his will was opened 
and read Saturday evening by the 
witnesses—Rev. T. D. Garvin and 
Dr. George Herbert. The docu- 
ment was executed early in the 
month of March, and divided all 
the real and personal property of 
J. H. Guy, after payment of funeral 
expenses and other indebtedness, 
between Mrs. Ida C. Patterson and 
3earl E. P. Taylor—both of whom 
bestowed the most constant care 
and attention upon the invalid dur- 
ing his last illness—two thirds to 
bhe former and one third to the 
Latter. 


A codicil written by the deceased, 


dated March 29th, 1895, and wit- 
nessed by Felix R. Tranquada, Rev. 
T. D. Garvin and Dr. George Her- 
bert, bequeathed all the real and 
personal property owned by him to 
Mrs. Ida C. Patterson, with tbe ex- 
ception of a legacy of $100 to 
Searle E. P. Taylor, expressly sti- 
pulating that Mrs. Patterson wag 
to act without bonds. 


The testament will be offered for 


probate today, and upon proper 
acknowledgment Mrs. Patterson 
will assume charge of the grocery 
store and other property left by 
Mr. Guy, which includes besides 
the goods and chattels in trade a 
snug sum of money. 


The estate will be appraised im- 


mediately, stock taken of the gro- 
cery store and other properties 
listed. 


The magnificent heritage secur- 


ed to Mrs. Patterson is a fitting re- 
membrance of extremely arduous 
duties entailed upon her and which 
must have been justly appreciated 
by the deceased gentleman.

Mrs. Coan spoke of 
the old Bingham home, which used 
to stand on the site now occupied 
by the postoffice; the trials and pri- 
vations endured by her father and 
mother; their good influence on 
the Hawaiians; friendship with the 
royal family, and of the great suc- 
cess of their mission—the Chris- 
tianizing of tbe Hawaiians.

THE Prussian Parliament does

The 
long skirts of walking costumes 
now in vogue collest germs, mi- 
crobes and other things, that the 
hygenic authorities say are as bad.

build this cable England will build 
a cable from the western terminus 
of the Canadian Pacific railroad by 
way of these islands to her Aus- 
tralian possessions. Therefore, we 
shall be able to communicate, and 
every commercial interest will be 
as well served.'1 
He might with 


as much reason state that there is 
no necessity of telegraphic commu- 
nication between 
South Dakota 


and New York T)"y way of Chicago. 
England 
would gladly construct 


lines to carry dispatches overland 
through Canada to Montreal, leav- 
ing the only expense to United 
States citizens of building a Con- 
necting link north from Dakota 
and south to New York from Mon- 
treal. And the Canadian Pacific 
could very well arrange to ship all 
of Dakota's products East. In fact, 
England could take the United 
States commerce and carry it on 
entirely with very little trouble, 
and would be doing it today were 
it not for the patriotic men of '76, 
who set the mark of American pat- 
riotism and aggression. 
Unfortu- 


nately Senator Pettigrew and men 
of hie stamp Jiave not absorbed 
any of that spirit.

STBIOT IMMIGRATION LAWS. 


Those who have watched the im- 


migration of contract labor cannot 
fail to notice the open door this 
country off«s for the introduction 
of tho hard characters of Orien- 
tal countries. Under the present 
order of affairs we have little or no 
guarantee that China and Japan 
will not become rid of numerous 
individuals who coma within the 
class of criminals, and who may 
become a more dangerous element 
to society in this country than in 
their native heath. A small colony 
of laborers arrives upon a steamer, 
they sign~ contracts and go out to 
the plantation, with the Govern- 
ment in practical ignorance of the 
class of men who are being turned 
oose on the soil. While the major- 
ty have proved a fairly peaceable 
and 
la*w-abiding people, there is 


every opportunity for thieves and 
murderers, the worst element in the 
Oriental cities, to slip in, escape 
ustice in their own country and 
ose their identity for a time in a 
:rowd of six or seven hundred con- 
tract -laborers. 


This is true not only of the 


Chinese and Japanese but of every 
nationality comiag to the country 
under the same conditions. 
The 


immigrants are a necessity and it 
is impossible to keep out each and 
every person that might prove a 
menace to law and order, yet the 
barriers thrown about the country 
should be as strong and impen- 
etrable as laws can make them. 
The tendency to consider the mass 
rather than the individual is liable 
to bring about a condition of affairs 
beyond remedy except by the most 
strenuous measures. It would not 
be an unreasonable requirement to 
insist upon a guarantee from re- 
sponE.ible pa^tie^ in the 
country 


from which the laborers are shipped, 
that each individual is possessed of 
a fairly good character, and is not 
a fugitive from justice. The United 
States, with its nest of political 
cranks, paupers and criminals, is 
now suffering the penalty of lax 
immigration 
laws. 
How 
much 


more, then, should Hawaii, email 
in area, and easily put in turmoil 
by a few, guard against the intro- 
duction of disturbing elements to 
be feared by the strongest nations 
of the world.

GSBSBAM TO RESIGN. 


Likely Leave the Cabinet Before tbe 


Flnt of July- 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—Another 


vacancy in ibe cabinet, it is rumored, 
may occur within the next, fpw weeks. 
Secretary Gresbam in the official who 
Is slated for voluntary retirement. 
The report comes from several of bis 
close friends, to whom, it is said, he 
baa more than once expressed bis 
desire to return to the practice of law, 
if not to the bench. 
Judge Gresbam, it is stated, has not 


found the state department as con- 
genial to his tastes as be bad expected, 
and Mrs. Gresbam has not been alto- 
gether pleased with the breaking up 
of ihe home ties rrude necessary by 
her removal to Washington. Both 
the Secretary and his wife have told 
intimate acquaintances of their mu- 
tual desire to return to Illinois. 


The rumor of Grewham's retirement, 


however, is not based alone ou tnese 
exchanges of confidence,' out ou more 
direct statements refriirdiut; bis iuten 
tions in tbe near future. Judge Ores- 
ham's relations with the pres-i'lent 
have been, t-o far as kuown, of tbe 
plea-«antent. No member of the cabi 
net has been more tru-ted by Cleve 
laud, so that his desire for retirement 
from office iu Uie near future cannot 
be ascribed to any frictlou with his 
ctiief. 
It is hinted, however, that Judge 


Gresbam has felt somewhat aggrieved 
over the disinclination of the Cabinet 
to support him in a foreign policy 
which be believes would wiu for him 
great popularity aud possibly make 
him a favoiite for tb« Presidency. It 
may be that extinguished hopes in 
this direction have had a strong indu- 
ence on him iu reaching the cousin 
sion that he would pref> r to retire. 
This idea is scouted by his friends, 
wbo assert that Judge Grecham has 
not been moved by any such consid- 
erations. They say he baa simply 
consulted bis wife's pleasure and his 
own tttwtes in concluding to leave 
Washington within a whorl time. 


The rumor is that Judge Gresham 


will retire from the Cabinet before 
July 1st. 
No data has beeu absolute- 


ly fixed. As friends of the Judge and 
Mra.' Gresham are discu-sing the 
Secretary's probable withdrawal, it is 
not unlikely that tbe subject has 
been discussed with tbe President and 
Cabinet. 
Mr. Cleveland would no 


doubt use every influence to per>uade 
Judge Gresham to remain uutll the 
close of the Aiimiai»tration.

These two cases were argued to- 


gether and are on the same question, 
reserved by Circuit Judge Austin of 
the Fourth Circuit Court. 


A judgment was had against both 


tbe above named defendants in the 
District Court of Hiio, Hawaii, and 
an appeal taken to the said Circuit 
Court. There the defendants object 
ed to tbe jurisdiction of the Court on 
the ground "that the presiding Judge 
is father of the Tax Assessor of 
Hawaii, whose representative the 
deputy is, and therefore being the 
real plaintiff, he ie not allowed to ait 
for the reasons stated in the Consti- 
tution." 


The only quest ion for us is—Is the 


Judge of the Foath Judicial Circuit 
Court disqualified 
from 
hearing 


these cases, they being actions, for 
the collection of personal taxes, for 
the reason that he is the father of the 
Assessor in Chief (Mr. H. C. Austin) 
for the taxation division which in- 
cludes the Fourth Judicial Circuit? 


Article 89 of the Constitution is as 


follows: 


"No person shall sit as a judge or 


juror in any case in which his rela- 
tive by affinity, or by consanguinity 
within the third degree, is interested, 
either as plaintiff or defendant, or in 
the issne of which tbe said judge or 
joror may havp, either directly or 
through such relative, any pecuniary 
interest." 


We are unable to see how fhe 


cases at bar can be construed to 
come within this Article of 
tbe 


Constitution, or that the said Judge 
is in any way dipfl[aalifief}. 


The Judge's son (the Assessor in 


Chief) is not a party; the party 
plaintiff in these 
cases 
is 
the 


Republic of Hawaii represented by 
N. C. Wilfong, deputy collector, and 
it is not claimed that Mr. Wilfong is 
related to the Judge. The Assessor 
in Chief is paid a regular salary 
which does not. depend upon the 
amount of collections and conse- 
quently has no pecuniary interest in 
tbe case; therefore bis father tbe 
Judge cannot have "either directly 
or through such relative, any pecnn 
iary interest." 
It is true the deputy tax collector 


has a pecuniary interest iu tbe issue, 
but that does not di-qaalify the 
Judge. 
These cases are remanded to tbe 


Fourth Jud-.cihl Circuit Court for 
trial.

pleasant. The cause of these disagree- 
ments has always been that either 
one club or the other has had a better 
or worse boat than its adversary, and 
the feeling has consequently been that 
crews which had taken the trouble 
necessary In training for races were 
bound to win or lose on account of 
their superior or inferior boat. 


Such impediments to true sport can- 


not hereafter appear, for when crews 
come to the starting post in boats 
exactly alike they can feel that the 
winning of the race will depend on the 
crew's exertions alone,and the fairness 
of the idea must be apparent to all. 


The boats were ordered from Aus- 
tralia because it was found, after a 
careful inquiry, that they could be 
purchased at a much less cot there 
than elsewhere. 
W. T. Greenland & 
Sons, Melbourne, who executed the 
order, are builders of first-class repute 
in the Colonies, and their name is 
sufficient guarantee that the boats are 
well built from stem to stern. 


It might be thought by some that 


preference has been shown to any one 
club here, and to dispel such an idea 
the boats were marked simply No. 1, 
No. '2 and No. 8, and were drawn for 
by lot the day before their arrival by 
representatives of the three clubs. 


The dimensions of the boats are 


Length 40 feet, breadth 22 inches, 
depth 12 inches; and are built of 
Spanish cedar, finished wilh pine. 
Being for practice purposes, they are 
built some two feet shorter and two 
and a half inches wider than racing 
boats. They are also clinker-built in 
order to give more strength and dura- 
bility. 


The material reduction in the cost of 
the boats is a feature of no small im- 
portance in the change from barge to 
shell rowing. The cost of barges here 
tofore imported varied from $750 to 
$1000, whereas the coi-t of these sheila 
is in the neighborhood of S200, aud

pride by Americans than the T. F. 
Oakes that leaves the harbor today 
for >Tew York with a cargo of sugar. 
Men of the navy have a particular 
pleasure in calling attention to the 
vessel since it represents the efforts of 
a man who worked his way to honor 
in the United States navy and finally 
practically gave up his life in an 
attempt to reestablish American ship- 
ping to its proper position with other 
nations. 
It does a Yankee's heart 


good to examine what might well be 
termed a perfect ship, from the eagle 
and shield on her bows to the stars 
and stripes at the peak. 


Henry H. Gorange, the builder of 


the Oakes, had a varied and remark- 
able career and although his last 
scheme was a financial failure, his 
energy has given him a place in his- 
tory that will not be forgotten in 
many years. 
Gorange was the son of 


a clergyman^ who, at the opening of 
the Civil war, was settled at the Bar- 
badoes. A short time after the out- 
break the boy Henry ran away from 
home and entered the navy as a blue- 
jacket. 
He

became known 


among the officers as a particularly 
brave and energetic young fellow and 
it was not long before he rose to be 
coxswain of Atfmiral Porter's gig. 
After this, on account of bravery and 
meritorious conduct, he was promoted 
to a volunteer officer of the navy

but surely dwindling. He said, "Now 
I will leave the navy and will build 
ships " He got capitalists interested 
in his scheme and established a ship- 
building plant on the Eastern coast.

At last Friday night's prayer meet- 


ing in Plymouth Church Thomas G. 
Shearman, in his characteristically 
forceful way, had something to say 
condemnatory of missionary work in 
Hawaii, which has led to considerable 
discussion in religious circles, says the 
New York Times. 


Mr. Shearman's remarks were not 
reported in the local papers, and aa 
some misstatements have been made 
concerning what be really said, the 
Times gives what he has to say about 
the matter. 
"More than a year ago," said Mr. 


Shearman, "I told Dr. Abbott that in 
my opinion the proceedings in Hawaii 
reflected great discredit, not only upon 
the American name generally, but es- 
pecially upon our American mission- 
aries and the Congregational Church, 
which had sent them there and 
seemed generally disposed to sustain 
the actions of the missionaries' sons." 
"At that time what appeared to be 
Dr. Abbott's opinion?" 
"He never told me what he thought 
about it, and expressed doubts as to 
the correctness of my information, 
and mentioned some names of persons 
who had been to Hawaii and approved 
of the action taken there. He was op- 
posed to any interference by the 
United States, although admitting, 
as I understood, that it was due to the 
interference of the United States 
troops that the Queen and the native 
authorities had been deprived of 
power. 
"This was at the time when there 
was an active controversy whether 
the United States would intervene or 
not. I rather desired to speak on this 
subject at that time at some of the 
minor meetings, but deferred to Dr. 
Abbott and to the advice of some 
friends, who, however, agreed with 
me in my general views. I remained 
' silent for much more than a year, but 
the recent establishment of court-mar- 
tial In Honolulu 
and the violent 
measures taken to suppress an incipi- 
ent rebellion determined me to speak 
without consulting anybody. 
"Ou Friday evening, therefore, I 
rose and said I proposed to speak my 
mind on a subject which I would 
not name, leaving it to Dr. Abbott, 
who led the meeting, to say whether I 
should speak then or a week later." 
''And what did Dr. Abbott say to 
that?" 
"He very briefly expressed his pref- 
erence tbati 8bould.spe*kthen, which 
I: did. I said in substance that while 
it would not eeem advisable to bring 
into the church meetings a purely po- 
litical question, yet where grave moral 
questions were involved and action 
token which affected the honor and 
good faith of the Christian churches 
of our own order it was proper to bring 
such subjects into a church meeting. 
"I said that had Mr. Beecher been 
still alive, I felt perfectly certain that 
he would long ago have expressed 
from Plymouth pulpit most emphatic 
opinions upon this subject; that he 
would never have allowed a weaker 
race to have been practically enslaved 
by white Americans—especially Con- 
gregationalists and sons of Congrega- 
tional missionaries—without making 
a protest which would have been 
heard all over the laud. I did not 
expect Dr. Abbott to do all that Mr. 
Beecher would have done, but thought 
some member of Plymouth Church 
•bould take the responsibility of say- 


• ing, as well as he could, what Mr. 
Beecher would certainly have said 
with much more eloquence and far 
more effect 
"I then said, in substance, that sev- 
enty years ago the American Board 
of Foreign Missions sent a few Con- 
gregational missionaries to the Sand- 
wich Islands; ~ who were received by 
the people with enthusiasm. They 
did not really have to convert the 
people, for they were all ready for 
conversion. 
"The chiefs and the people threw 
away their idols and embraced Chris- 
tianity with all their hearts. So com 
plete was their trust In the mission 
aries that, practically, all government 
was placed under missionary control, 
and the missionaries and their sous or 
their nephews had ever since had the 
practical government of the islands. 
What had been the resell? 
"They found 130,000 people there, 
and now they report that they are 
only 34,000. But of these 34.000 they 
recently reported that 18,000 were 
members of Congregational churches 
—a larger proportion of church mem- 
bers than can be found in any other 
Protestant country in the world, The 
misxionaries boasted that those na- 
tives were better eJuca.ed, better be 
haved and more peaceable, orderly, 
and religious, in proportion to their 
numbers, than the people of many 
partaof the United States. 
"The 
triumph 
of religion, and 


especially of Congregationalism, in 
Hawaii, was made the Huhject of end- 
less boasts by missionaries and man- 
agers of missions, and was made the 
ground of appeals to American Chri«- 
UaiiB for fresh subscriptions and aid 
to mi-wlonary work. 


"Suddenly 
their

chauged. The missionaries sons and 
some reluwied missionaries vehement- 
ly asser eel tr'at ihe native Hawaliaus 
were filthy and ignorant and a de- 
based, liceutioiis and idolatrous race, 
nWerly unfit to be lutrusted with 
liberty, but must be kept under the 
control of » firm and unscrupulous 
but pioua Congregational despotism. 


"Assuming this to be (rue, then the 


result ot between fifty and sixty ye»rn' 
uubroken missionary government in 
these Islands hoa been that the popu- 
lation hai been reduced in numbers 
by three quartern, and 
that these 


three quarters are as ilebaaed, licen- 
tious and brutal aa they were when 


the missionaries began their labors, 
and tlmt the whole mipslquary enter- 
prise has been a disgraceful failure. 


"Meanwhile there are some other 


facts, which the missionaries do not 
mention, but which cannot be ills 
puled. 
During the fifty yeara the 


government of these islands was un- 
der missionary influence ruout of the 
natives were deprived of their rights 
in the hind, excepting about 127,000 
acres, and all the rest was divided 
among the king, the chiefs and the 
families and friends of the mission- 
aries. 


"The missionaries' sons and their 
associates boast that they own four- 
fifths of all the property of the Isl- 
ands. Nearly all the rest is owned by 
the descendants of the former chiefs. 
The great mass of the people own 
nothing. The missionary govern- 
ment, finding that the natives would 
not work for less than 25 cents a day, 
complained of the want of labor, and 
insisted on the importation of scores 
of thousands of the scum of the hu- 
man race, including Chinese and what 
are called Portuguese, a mongrel race, 
who -never saw Portugal, but who 
speak something resembling the lan- 
guage of that country. 


"In this manner the missionaries' 


bons out down the wages of the native 
Hawaiians and compelled them to 
work on their sugar plantations at 
such rates as seemed good to their 
masters. 


"Before the missionaries gained 
control of the islands leprosy was un- 
known. But with the introduction of 
strange races leprosy established itself 
and rapidly increased. An entire isl- 
and was very properly devoted to the 
lepers. 
No Protestant missionaries 


would venture among them. 


"For this I do not blame them, as 
no doubt I should not have had the 
courage to go myself. But a noble 
Catholic priest consecrated his life to 
the service of the leper, lived among 
them, baptized them, educated them 
and brought some light and happiness 
into their wretched lives. 


"Stung by the contrast of his ex- 
ample, the one remaining mission- 
ary, a recognized and paid agent of 
the American Board, spread broad- 
cast the vilest slanders against Father 
Damien. He sai.i that Father Da- 
mien was dirty. Much good mission- 
aries can do among a wretched and 
degraded people if they hold them- 
selves aloof from those who are dirty! 
Did the Apostles take care never to 
touch the dirty hands or sit against 
the dirty clothes of their early con- 
verts? 


"He accused the good father of vile 
practices. But the vileness was In 
the 
Congregational 
missionary's 


mouth, not in the Catholic mission- 
ary's life, and uuder threats of ex- 
posure and legal punishment the 
Congregational missionary sneaked 
out of the accusation. Yet, after he 
bad degraded himself in the eyes of 
every decent man, he remains, if I am 
correctly informed, still a well paid, 
well-housed, 
comfortaoly-eared-for 


agent of the American Board in Ha- 
waii. Of course, he is an ardent an- 
nexationist. 


"And now the very same men 


who by hundreds and thousands have 
protested 
with pious indignation 
against the Southern States for their 
practical disenfranchiaement of the 
Southern negroes, who are by the 
confession of their own best men 
vastly beyond the moral standard 
which the Hawaiian missionaries 
have until lately boasted as the parti* 
cular attribute of their converts, are 
full of enthusiasm over what, with; 
bitter irony, is called the Hawaiian 
Republic. 


"A republic forsooth, in which no 
man can vote unless be has property 
which would be equivalent to the 
possession of $5000 in Brooklyn, and 
in whicn no o«e can vote for Senator 
who is not worth $3000, which is 
equivalent to $20,000 in Brooklyn. 


But even with this restriction of the 


suffrage our republican missionaries 
are Afraid to trust the republican 
voters. Accordingly they did not 
care to allow the people, under any 
limitations whatever, to elect the 
President, but having got control of 
the Constitutional Convention, they 
appointed Mr. Dole President, to hold 
office for six years, and just to much 
longer as the Senate aud Assembly 
should fail to agree on a successor; 
restricting the choice, even then, to 
such persons as'should be agreeable to 
a* majority of the Senate, which will 
be elected by about 200 of the richest 
men on the inlands. 


"Nor do they stop here. They 
passed laws severely punishing any 
one who dares to speak disrespectfully 
of their high mightinesses. Any one, 
whether a native or an American, 
who dares to say that this republican 
government is not republican, or that 
any of the missionaries' sons who 
deign to govern the barbarous Chris- 
tians of Hawaii is not well fitted for 
bis post, Is liable to a long term of 


alroy all reality In republican institu- 
tions. 


"We are on the brink of a precipice, 


aud a very little effort is needed to 
push us over. 
If 1 were standing 


alone on thin continent I would op- 
pose and denounce this whole scheme 
of foreign wars, annexation and oollo- 
nial projects to the very last."

MB. EDITOR : In the absence of the 


Marshal and in view of the statements 
which have been made in regard to 
the treatment of prisoners, and espe- 
cially of the late Arthur P. Peterson, 
I deem it my duty to make a brief 
statement. 


The facts are briefly these: That 


during the period when Mr. Peterson 
was confined there were a very large 
number of prisoners to be cared for, 
part of the time the number being 
more than 400. There were not suf- 
floient accommodations at the prison 
and station bouse to comfortably ac- 
commodate tb'em all, and so tbe Bar- 
racks was utilized, as also the Police 
Court room. In every case effort was 
made to make" the prisoners as com- 
fortable as possible. None were placed 
in damp cells, for there are no such 
cells used for the confinement of pris- 
oners. 
Of course some cells were 
better lighted than others. 
In Mr. Peterson's case, while be was 
at the prison he occupied a dry, well 
lighted and ventilated ceil. While at 
tbe station house he was for a short 
time placed in one of tbe inner cells, 
wbicbTare not so well lighted as the 
others; but as soon as one of the bet- 
ter lighted cells was vacant he was 
moved to It. The statement that tbe 
cell in the station house in which Mr. 
Peterson passed tbe time during bis 
confinement was one of tbe poorest is 
not correct; and the statement that it 
was one in which former officials had 
been accustomed to put 
the low 


drunks brought in from the streets is 
calculated to give a wrong impression. 
All the cells at the station house are 
used to put prisoners in who have 
been arrested; but the one most fre- 
quently used is one of tbe best and 
lightest of them all, and is so used be- 
cause of its convenience of access. 


Mr. Peterson Was confined at the 
Station House but a short time. He 
wps arrested January 7th and taken to 
the prison the same day. February 
7th he was returned to the Station 
House, where be remained till Febru- 
ary 16th, when he was released. He 
was in the Station House but eight 
days. He received every care that 
. could be afforded under the circum- 
stances. Food was supplied of a good 
quality and ample quantity from a 
restaurant. 
Tbat Mr. Peterson's health suffered 
must have been from conditions exist- 
ing before bia confinement, for bis 
companions, who received the same 
treatment that he did, improved in 
health, and, upon their release, spoke 
in terms of commendation of the treat- 
ment they bad received.

Mrs. Mary Ellen Gay, while on her 


way home from Walalua to Mokuleia 
yesterday afternoon, was thrown from 
her carriage and received a fracture of 
the skull which resulted in death a 
few minutes later. 


Mrs. Gay left her home on Mokuleia 


Ranch during the afternoon for the 
purpose of engaging some Japanese 
servants at Waialua. Her little 
daughter Helen accompanied her and 
was in the carriage at the time of the 
accident. 
Returning from Walalua, Mrs. Gay 
was' driving slowly between the two 
Chinese stores near tbe Halstead 
plantation, when the horse became 
frightened at a Japanese standing in 
the toad. Tbe animal made a short 
turn and tbrew both of tbe occupants 
out Tbe little girl escaped with a 
slight scratch. 
The first news of the accident was 
received at 5:30 p. m. yesterday from 
Waialua by telephone to this office, 
and was to tbe effect that Mrs. Gay 
was severely injured. About half an 
hour later the news of her death was 
received. 
The remains were prepared at once 


and sent to the residence of Samuel 
Parker on King street. Tbe funeral 
will take place from there at 3 p m.
